The California Historical 
Radio Society by Bart Lee, 
K6VK, and Mike Adams 


Mike Adams has been a radio personality and a film maker. Currently 
he is a professor of radio, television, and film at San Jose State Uni- 
versity, where he has been a department chair and is now serving as 
the Associate Dean of the College of Humanities and the Arts. In addi- 
tion to his work at San Jose State, Adams continues to teach classes at 
the Shanghai Theatre Academy School of Television and Film. As a 
researcher and writer of broadcast and early technology history, he 
created two award-winning documentaries for PBS, “Radio Collec- 
tor,” and “Broadcasting’s Forgotten Father.” Mike is the Board Chair 
of the California Historical Radio Society. For his service to historical 
radio research and publication he received the AWA Houck Award, 
the SCARS President’s Award, the TCA Stokes Award, the Ralph 
Batcher Award from the Radio Club of America, and he was named a 
CHRS History Fellow. He has had published numerous articles and 
four books, including Charles Herrold, Inventor of Radio Broadcast- 
ing, 2003, McFarland, and Lee de Forest, King of Radio, Television, 
and Film, Springer Science, 2012.

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Editor, et al., 


I very much enjoyed last week's MD ARC Club presentation by Charles Henry, KG6PHZ on solar power. 
(Although I am sorry the presenter had to wait so far into the night to be heard!) In any event, his work on solar 
power, and the work of others, inspired a local -use power pack. I attach Pete Harris, KE6ZIW, photos from 
Field Day. 


This is ALL in a suitcase on wheels. The battery can charge off 110v, or any 12v source, or solar power 
through a regulator (included). There are two Rig-Runner ® output panels for 12 v out at various power levels, 
useful to charge 2 m HTs. Two solar panels can maintain charge for the battery. 


A small inverter to 110v and also to 5v USB is included. 


The Yaseu 8100 transceiver (built on a board by George Hughes, WOWEB) fits in the top of the suitcase. 
Various antenna options, including WB6IQN, Edison Fong's J-Pole from twin-lead, go in the included bag of 
gear. George Hughes, WOWEB built the first iteration of this system for me, after he and I refined the design. 


Also shown is a small sub -system to charge rechargeable 1.5 & 9 v batteries from 12 v. Also shown is a gel- 
cell battery pack (Vector Pocket Generator ®) that can be belt-worn with a 12 v gel cell and it is also an inverter 
to 110v AC. Next to be included is the N8XJK Marine Booster, a 12v DC Booster Regulator, which is designed 
to boost 12v DC power up to 15 volts DC even with the supply voltage drops as low as 9 volts. That will be im- 
portant to maintain transmit power in power rationing. 


The idea here is to make many power options, especially solar as a last resort, available for disaster relief. I 
have used this system in local power failures. 


At MDARC 2014 Field Day I set this up briefly and tested the system and the transceiver via W6CX. I 
brought it by because David from Salvation Army had put together a neat and elegant battery power system for 
operation of his two meter rig and I wanted to show these options to him.
